Applicants aruguments were not persuasive. Applicant argues that Fredlund does not disclose receiving an order specifying a plurality o 
recipients in one step. Although that is true, applicant is not claiming this limitation. Applicant also argues that Fredlund fails to show 
seperating the images associated with the recipient into at least one printable unit of images to generate a contiguous run of prints for 
each recipient specified by the order. In Fredlund the printable unit is considered all the images selected for a receipient and it is inheren 
(not obvious) in Fredlund that prints for each recipient will be printed contiguously otherwise all prints will be mixed together. To set the 
record clear, the use of term "obvious" in the previous office action was not meant in the 103 context. 

At last applicant argues that in the 103 rejection the prima facie of obviousness was not established due to missing motivation. Fredlund 
provides the clear motivation for reducing burden on customers in his invention by using his order processing method. It is this 
motivation that allows the use of suborders in Cok to be combined with Fredlund to once again reduce the burden on customers. 
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
